We visited Peon y Poin t, where was 
the great battle of the Chin ese-Jap- 
an ese war, an d also the Kija’s grave 
whose pavilion is marred by bullet 
holes an d blood stain s of this same 
war. 
This grave has been hon ored 
sin ce 1122 B. C., for it is to Kija 
the Korean s owe their presen t civi­ 
lization . 
Korean history is so very 
in terestin g, but I can n ot en ter in to 
it here. 
We also wen t in to the tem­ 
ple of the god of war though sub­ 
jected to some in solen ce from the Jap 
sen try n ear by. 
Mr. Crawford con clud ed he had 
better leave the city before we had 
much more of it, as on e’s American 
spirit fin d s it hard to submit quietly 
to these in solen t “d warfs,” as the 
Korean s call them. 
We had a Japan ese passport for 
our trip out. 
On April 17 we wen t on e more 
d ay’s railroad journ ey 
to 
Seoul, 
where we stayed six d ays in a Fren ch 
hotel right by the gate of the palace 
at presen t occupied by the emperor, 
an d where we saw man y 
stran ge 
ights. 
The bugle calls of the sol­ 
d iers, as they marched in an d out of 
the palace groun d s, w'oke us at 6:30 
every morn in g. 
The emperor n ever 
leaves the palace n ow, although he 
has three others within 
the 
city 
walls, on e of which, the South Pal­ 
ace, we obtain ed a permit to visit. 
Here in this palace was the em­ 
press murd ered by thet Japan ese an d 
here on ly a few weeks ago, in the 
d ead of n ight, while the surroun d in g 
streets were kept eleafr by Japan ese 
sold iers an d gen d arms was the em­ 
peror compelled to sign the treaty 
with Japan . 
Marquis Ito had aud i­ 
en ce with the emperor an d his court, 
on e d ay while we were there in Seoul 
an d I sat on the balcon y an d watched 
the Korean min isters bein g carried 
in to the palace in closed chairs sur­ 
roun d ed by a moun ted guard of Ko­ 
rean an d Jap sold iers. These min ­ 
isters n ever go out except un d er a 
guard sin ce the sign in g of the treaty. 
Before Marquis Ito wen t in 
the 
streets were all cleared between his 
resid en ce an d the palace 
We rod e on the street cars from 
on e en d of Seoul to the other an d 
wen t out through the market places 
in the morn in gs. The streets are full 
of stran ge sights an d the merchan ts 
besieged us to the hotel steps. 
I 
bought all our trun ks would hold 
an d looked lon gin gly at their man y 
curios. 
We wen t to church at the foreign 
church an d visited the M. E. mission 
schools, hospital an il church. 
Mr. Crawford had busin ess there

HEAVY ELECTRICAL STORM 
BURNED OUT CAR MOTORS 


C rippled Interurban Service For a 
Short Tim e W ednesday — The 
Lightning Struck W ire. 
The electrical display during the 
storm of W ednesday afternoon and 
evening was even worse than th a t 
which occurred during the rain 
of 
the night previous and reports from 
the country show that many build­ 
ings, etc., were struck. 
Probably the most peculiar acci­ 
dent of the day was th a t which be 
fell the interurban ears on the S. D. 
& E. which left Dix on and Sterling 
at 4 o’clock. 
An ex ceptionally heavy 
bolt of lightning 
at 
about 
4:30 
o’clock struck the trolley wire 
be­ 
tween the two cities and both of the 
cars were badly disabled. The east 
bound car .was particularly unfor 
tunate, inasmuch as at the time it 
was crippled. Instead of the reugla- 
tiou four motors the car was being 
propelled by but two. The lightning 
which struck the wire was not con 
vey ed to the ground by the lightning 
arresters on the line, and of course 
rrnssed through the 
motors of the 
cars into the rails. The two motors 
on the eastbound car, which was in 
charge of Conductor Fleming, were 
both burned out and the heat of the 
“juice” ex panded the 
metal until 
the wheels set and could not be mov­ 
ed.
